Havana, Sept. 28. — Jose Miguel Go- 


mez, 
governor of the 
province of 


Santa Clara, who was nominated by 
the Liberals for the presidency, has,re- 
signed his candidacy. In letters to the 
executive committee of his party he 
gives the reasons for his action, lay- 
ing part of the blame on the United 
Slates owing to the Platt amendment. 


Governor Gomez #ays: "It is impos- 


sible to continue the campaign within 
the bounds of.the law. The govern- 
ment has won a complete and over- 
whelming victory. 
Yvith Liberals by 


the hundreds in the jails and with the 
rifles of armed forces and even the 
daggers of Hired assassins against un- 
armed voters, the problem confronting 
me is whether I should continue to 
lead my followers to the polls and per- 
mit them to become the victims of this 
sort of thing. One road is open, that 
followed by other nations in analagous 
circumstances, namely, the right of 
revolution; but Cuba stands in a pecu- 
,liar position, as an armed conflict 
•would inevitably bring foreign inter- 
vention. 
Before this was accom- 


plished, however, her material pros- 
perity would run grave danger and 
property; which, is to a great extent in 
foreign 'hands would be destroyed, 
while the neutral elements would siif- 
,ler>, JThejgfore I—who had -the courage 
to rebel against Spain, which was one 
hundred times stronger than Palma's 
government, decline to accept- the re- 
sponsibility of plunging niy country 
into- war. least of all at _a time when 
there might he the slightest suspicion 
that I had done so to satisfy my per- 
sonal ambitions for the presidency. 


"I am a Cuban soldier. I love order 


and peace and prefer to leave to my 
adversaries the somber glory of their 
triumph along the criminal path where 
they have slain Cuban liberty. For 
these reasons I entreat my party t6° 
accept this irrevocable resignation."

Authoritative 
Statement 
Is 
Just 


Given By the Minister cf Foreign 


Affairs, M. Loveland. 


Paris, Sept. 28.—M. Loveland, minis- 


ter of foreign affairs of Norway, gave 
the Temps' Christiania correspondent 
an authoritative statement. 
He said 


Norway would take steps to secure an 
early recognition by the powers. This 
recognition would cover Norway's in- 
dependent sovereignty without refer- 
ence to the government's status as a 
monarchy or a republic, which would 
be subsequently determined. Concern- 
ing the offer of the throne to Prince 
Charles of Sweden. M. Loveland said; 
"The storthing's offer still operates, as 
it has not been formally and officially 
rejected. But Norway will not make 
a second offer, nor can we indefinitely 
wait for an answer from King Oscar. 
If we do not receive a response very 
soon we shall consider ourselves re- 
lieved and turn elsewhere."

FIFTY HURT IN 


POLITICAL RIOT 


EXCITING SCENE AT BUDAPEST, 


HUNGARY, LASTS FOR TWO - 


HOURS. 


Socialists and Adherents of Coalition 


Parties, Including Students Clashed 


at the Royal Hotel. 


Budapest, Hungary, Sept. 28. — Be- 


tween 40 and 50 persons were in- 
jured in riots here when Socialists and 
adherents of the coalition parties, in- 
cluding students, clashed opposite the 
Royal hotel, and for two hours there 
were scenes 
of tremendous excite- 


ment 
The Royal hotel is the head- 


Quarters ot the Independence club, in 
which is the council room of the coali- 
tion leaders. Socialists gathered out- 
side the Independence club and an- 
nounced their intention of 'entering 
and tearing down the council rooms. 
A large force of police were present 
and was assisted by 150 prominent cit- 
izens. The mob made an effort to en- 
ter, but was vigorously opposed by the 
police. A fight ensued, and amid the 
wildest clamor a number of persons 
were stabbed, but the Socialists w?re 
finally scattered. 
Fifteen 
minutes 


later, however, the, Socialists again 
gathered. 
By this time adherents of 


the coalition in large numbers ap- 
peared upon the scene, and their ap- 
pearance, resulted in a free fight be- 
tween the two factions. A dense mass 
of humanity surged in every direction, 
shouting and singing the Marsellaise 
aad other songs. Knives..sticks and 
stones were used vigorously. Mean- 
while* a thunderstorm came up and 
vivid lightning lit up the square, -while 
the thunder added a note 'of terror. 
Rain fell in torrents, and the combat- 
ants were finally dispersed by the po- 
lice. It is reported that over 40 per- 
sons were wounded., eight of them 
seriously. There were no deaths.

Charge Preferred Against Wisconsin 


Real Estate Dealer—Wensel 


Cavot Arraigned. 


Kaukauna, Wis., Sept. 28. — Wensel 


E. Cavot, a real estate dealer of Green 
Bay, Wis., was arraTgSscTEefore Justice 
N. D. Schwin on a charge of kidnaping 
M. M. McCarty, a" prominent farmer 
of the town of Katrkauna, who has 
been missing since Sept. 14. His. hear- 
ing was postponed until Oct. 2, and not 
being able to furnish bond of $1,200 
he was committed to the county jail. 
McCarty lived alone. His real estate 
and personal property is valued at 
$17,000. When last seen he said he 
was going to Green Bay. After be bad 
been missing about a week Cavot ap- 
peared on his farm with a bill of sale 
that inventories at §3.500, and started 
dispersing the stock. The instrument 
is in McCarty's handwriting and is 
signed by him. but contains the names 
of no witnesses.

The secretary continued: 


"The distressing agricultural depres- 


sion, due to the loss of 73 per cent 
of the agriculiural cattle, drouth, lo- 
custs and the cholera, as well as other 
causes. -Rill probably not cease to be 
for several years. This naturally sub- 
jects the government to criticism be- 
cause this alien government is much 
more likely 'o be criticised for exist- 
ing conditions, however free 
from 


blame in respect to them, than a na- 
tive government. 


"All 
tho days in Manila were spent 


by the i. 
smen in investigating 


agric>.ltuia! Conditions, with the view 
to the possible effect of a possible 
change in tariff on the Philippine pro- 
duction of tobacco and sugar. An op- 
portunity was also given to those Fili- 
pinos strongly in favor of immediate 
independence to present their views. 
All this was reported and will be cir- 
culated, doubtless, in a congressional 
document. 


"Some of the younger men of educa- 


tion have been advocating immediate 
independence. 
It therefore became 


necessary to state with considerable 
emphasis the policy of the administra- 
:ion on this subject, and to say that in 
the opinion of the administration there 
was no possible hope of independence 
short of a generation, because the peo- 
ple could not be fitted for self-govern- 
ment in that time;- indeed, it will prob- 
ably take a much longer period. 


"While the conditions in the Philip- 


)ines are not as favorable as we would 
ike to havethem.and probably will not 
be favorable until the depressing agri- 
cultural conditions shall be followed 
>y a prosperous season, still progress 
s being made. The government is 
more efficient; inefficient men are be- 
ng eliminated and things are settling 
o business. Economy is being prac- 
iced more and more in the govern- 
ment; Filipinos are being .introduced 
rapidly to the place of Americans, and 
on the whole, in looking back over two 
ears, decided steps forward have 
jeen taken.

WHAT "NYLIC" IS. 


Explanation of Itm Connection to New 


York Life Insurance A«eiicle». 


At the morning session of the insui-- 


uuce investigating committee in "New 
York the other day the mysteries of 
"Jv'ylic" were unraveled by Thomas A. 
Buckner, vice president, in charge of 
the agencies of the Xew York Life In- 
surance company, says the New York 
Tribune. Mr. Buckner explained tbat 
"Nylic,*' the name, was taken from the 
first letters of the words mukUig up 
the name of the company. "Nylic," he 
•said, -was a. system, of compensating 
agents used instead of renewal coin- 
missions. 
•There are five classes of "Xylics," 
ranging from freshman, through first, 
second and third degree, to senior. Ev- 
ery agent holding a written contract 
•with the company, in which he agrees 
to give his entire time to the compa- 
ny, becomes a freshman "Nylic" on 
signing this contract. 
The freshman 


term is for five years, in which the 
agent 
must 
write 
new business 


amounting to $25,000 each year. If he 
fails he has to go over the whole 
ground again. In tlie same fashion the 
agent rises to the rank of senior "Xy- 
lic" after twenty years of service if be 
has written the required amount of 
new insurance. As senior "Xylic" he 
receives a seventy-five cent bonus on 
every $1.000 worth of insurance, figur- 
ed on an average between his smallest 
and largest years within five year 
terms. 


Mr. Bnckner said that there were 


916 "Nylics." of whom 409 were fresh- 
men, and that there were 5,000 agents 
who were not "Nylics."' He also tes- 
tified to a superior "JCylic" system for 
agency directors. 
Special provisions 


had been made for the creation of a 
"Nylie" fund, limited to 1912. The 
"Xylic" system provides, according to 
Mr. Bnckner, for a retiring fund, a^five 
year payment for disability and a six 
months' payment to the estate of a 
deceased "Xylic." _ 


Mr. Hughes' questions indicated that 


he was interested hi "Xylic'' as a pos- 
sible source of excessive expense to 
policy holders. The total "Nylic" fund 
for agency directors was shown to be 
$937,777.83, and of this fund there 
were 191 beneficiaries. 
The ''Xylic" 


expenses of 1904 amounted to §389,- 
228.64. 


Mr. Buckner indicated the various 


features of the "Xylic" with evident 
pride and insisted that it had con- 
tributed to building up the company's 
business materially. In summing up 
"Xylic" he said: 


"Our 
purpose is to bind successful 


men more closely to the company. This 
the two 'Xylic' systems have accom- 
plished. They have done more than 
any one feature to build up our agency 
system, which I believe to be the best 
on earth and which has involved $100,- 
000,000 more than was paid out for any 
other business of the kind."

Bribe Children With Them to Keep 


Quiet While They Rob Papa. 


Max Kakoun, a farmer residing in 


Chesterfield, Conn., had an experience 
with two masked burglars a few nights 
ago that cost him $265, says a special 
dispatch, from New London, Conn., to 
the Xew York World.

2. It has robbed the church of all 


ts real estate, together with the mag- 
nificent 
buildings 
erected 
thereon, 


some of the buildings posting more 
hau the capitol at Washington. Think 
jf the great universities, 
cathedrals, 


churches, shrines, monasteries, col- 
eges, academies, &c.—all built by the 
money of Catholics. 
Think of it, that 


this French Republic which we hear 
people call the "sister of our country", 
has openly and by what they call law, 
robbed the Catholics of France of all 
these monumental treasures and then 
say if such a thing could be possible 
without causing revolution and blood- 
shed.

hurried and faint echo of the com- 
plaints and appeals of the persecuted 
and trampled peopl" of France who 
have not abandoned their loyalty to j 
their God and their conscience for loy- 
alty to an infidel government

Charles H. Treat of Xew York, treas- 
urer of the United States, recently be- 
came the central figure in the biggesl 
financial transaction In the history of 
the world, says a Washington corre- 
spondent of the Nevr York Tribune. 


Xo sum approximating this amount 


has ever before changed hands in a 
single transaction. ,It is a fourth lar- 
ger than the entire amount of the 
Franco-Prussian war Indemnity, and 
that wa& paid in a number of install- 
ments extending over a considerable 
period. II is nearly ten times as large 
as the indemnity China paid to Japan 
after the Chino-.Tapanese war and 
twelve times as large as the combined 
price paid for the Philippine Islands 
and the Panama canal. 


In fact, all other financial transac- 


tions in the history of the world are 
dwarfed into insignificance by com- 
parison 
with the stupendous sum 


•which Treasurer Roberts turned over 
to Treasurer Treat. The other after 
noon, vfhen Treasurer Treat affixed his 
signature § to the slip of j>aper which 
recorded the transfer of Uncle Sam's 
resources, it meant that the whole sum 
in cash, bills, coin or available securi- 
ties came into his immediate posses- 
sion and control. 


The money is all stored in the big 


vaults of the treasury building in 
"Washington. There are fourteen heavi- 
ly barred safes, in which- bags of gold 
and silver and packages of greenbacks 
are piled. Besides this there is a large 
quantity of convertible bonds and se- 
curities. In the words of one of- the 
treasury officials, the whole represents 
Uncle Sam's pin money. It is the 
amount he keeps on hand against a 
rainy day. 


The law requires that a count of all 


the money in the vaults of the United 
States treasury shall take place when 
a new treasurer comes into office. Mr. 
Treat, who nominally succeeded Ellis 
H. Roberts in office on July 1, was not 
authoritatively the keeper of the cash 
in these vaults until it had been shown 
officially to "the'satisfaction of the sec- 
retary of the treasury that all the mon- 
ey which Mr. Roberts reported to be 
on'hand ou the day of'his'resignation 
was actually there. On July 1 a force 
of men and women was put to-work 
counting the store of money, piece by 
piece. First the supply of greenbacks, 
$383,352,500, was counted over. This 
was done by expert women counters. 
The same was done with the securi- 
ties and bonds. Then men were put 
at "work, in the underground vaults 
.•weighing the sacks of gold and silver 
coin$. 
It took sixty-seven and one- 


quarter days to complete the opera- 
tion. . Not a cent's variation in the 
amount reported on hand by ex-Treas- 
urer Roberts was discovered. 


The bond which Mr. Treat is obliged 


to give for the privilege of looking 
after this vast sum is ?150,000. Be- 
cause of the satisfactory count ex- 
Treasurer Roberts is now relieved of 
responsibility for the money of which 
he had charge, and the bond of Treas- 
urer Treat has been accepted by Sec- 
retary Shaw. 


Eight years ago when ex-Treasurer 


Roberts gave to D. X. Morgan, his pre- 
decessor, a receipt for the money takca 
over by him, the total amount as 
shown by the receipt, the original of 
which has been framed and adorns the 
outer wall of the treasurer's office, was 
$79G,92Ti,439.1?2-3. That the wealth of 
the United States has grown enormous- 
ly since then is strikingly illustrated 
by the figures given in the new receipt 
There is an Increase of more than $1,- 
^50.000.000. This increase is due al-' 
most entirely to the larger amount of 
securities and bonds for national banks 
now held in trust and to the larger re- 
serve fund of paper currency. When 
Mr. Roberts took charge on July 1. 
IS97, the amount of bonds and securi- 
ties held in trust was §269.309.- 
451.89 2-13. 
This has climbed up to 


$533,474,920 62 2-3. Two thousand more 
national banks are now in existence 
*an at that time. The currency fund 
has grown correspondingly. 
It is now 


1^83,352.500 as against $301,952,000 
eight years ago.

"Perhaps tbe most extraordinary fa^t 


in connection with the wo'rk recently 
finished is that the findings of tbe com- 
mittee which for several months has 
been engaged in counting tbe nioiiey 
in tbe treasury agreed to a fraction of 
a cent v.'ith the treasury book—a most 
extraordinary circumstance in view of 
the large sum of money involved. Nev- 
er in my life have I seen so perfect a 
tally. As a general thing in counting 
large sums of money it is next to im- 
possible to make tbe results agree ex 
actly with the books, there being usual- 
ly a difference of from several ceiifs 
to a few dollars over or under tbe book 
figures, but this count is in perfect har- 
mony with tlie books, even to a frac 
tioual part of a cent Tbe two-thirds 
of a cent which appears in tbe total re- 
sults from a divided coupon forming 
part of the treasury holdings covered 
under the beading of bonds and stocks 
held in trust. 


"At the time when Mr. Morgan went 


out of office, which was at the close of 
the Cleveland administration, people 
thought it a wonderful thing that tbe 
funds of the treasury should be so near 
the billion mark. But that now seems 
a small amount as compared with the 
present total sum iu tbe treasury 
vaults. 
No one can doubt the pros- 


perity of the nation whose treasury has 
the resources possessed by our own. 


"The last count of the funds in the 


treasury occurred in 1807-98 aud lasted 
eight months, from July to the follow- 
ing February- The present count was 
accomplished much more rapidly. The 
count lias also been remarkable for 
tbe reason that from first to last it has 
been devoid of surprises. No discov- 
eries of a sensational nature, no queer 
happenings, nothing whatever out of 
the ordinary occurred—something rare 
in such cases."

The new Hamburg-American liner 


Auierika, the world's biggest ship, will 
arrive in New York in a few weeks, 
says the Xew York Times. The advent 
of the Amerika will mark the intro- 
duction, of. many innovations in trans- 
atlantic travel, some of the new fea- 
tures being a restaurant where meals 
will be served a la curte at all hours 
under tbe supervision of a noted hotel 
in London. The ship will have a flor- 
ist's shop, electric passenger elevators 
connecting the decks, a well equipped 
gyninasibm, stateroom telephone serv- 
ice, a nursery for children, trained 
nurses for the sick and electric and 
hydropathic baths. 


Of course the principal innovation is 


the a la carte restaurant. The idea for 
this enterprise was suggested by the 
grill room feature on the Deutschland. 
The restaurant is amidship on the sixth 
of the decks and will accommodate 
about 120 persons. Continental artists 
Vere engaged to design a large share 
of tbe ship's decorations, and every 
effect was carried out on a layish scale. 
Tbe decorative scheme of the restau- 
rant is in the renaissance style with 
elaborate effects in chased brouze. 


The walls are paneled hi chestnut 


and mahogany mounted in bronze fash- 
ioned by famous artists after the style 
of the latter half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. At night a number of large crys- 
tal electroliers aed wall brackets give 
a soft light. The skylight is framed in 
wrought iron and glazed with artistic 
stained glass, while large square win- 
dows replace the circular portholes. 


The tables have been placed so as to 


afford accommodation for parties of 
two, four, six or ei!?bt, and at one spe- 
cial banquet table twelve persons can 
be seated. Tbe chairs are copies of the 
old Versailles design, with the same 
pattern of Aubusson tapestry that Ma- 
rie Antoinette used in the Petit Tria- 
non. The linen, china, etc., have been 
especially designed to harmonize, and 
the silver used is the same service that 
was made for the use of tbe German 
emperor when he made bis Mediterra- 
nean cruise on the Hamburg.
